Startling Disclosures Of 
Nazi Demand 


- Washington, Aug. 8. 
HILE the American. reply to 


the Japanese protest against 
the ban on the export of aviation 
petrol and serap metal remains 
unwritten, the State Department 
continues to watch with keon in- 
tercst-events In the Far East, 
especially the Anglo-Japancse Im- 
broglio. 


No surprise wos caused here when 
the British arrests of Japanese sub- 
jects had a calming effect in Tokyo 
and the results of this measure co 
for have been taken as underlining 
the general belief here that Jopan 
remains cautious of any serious In- 
ternational move, while secing how 
far polltienl bluff will worl. 

One of the best-known political 
writers in Washington, Jay Franklin 
in the Washington Post yesterday, 
mnde_ dislosures which, if true, 
throw interesting light on the pro- 
gress of Japanese relations with the 
Axis, Franklin declared categorical- 
ly that the German Ambassador to 
Tokyo, General Eugen Ott, twice 
called on Prince Konoye before he 
took office as Premier and demand- 
ed the appointment of General 
Oshima, former Japanese Ambasso-

Exclusion From The 
Public Services 


BUCHAREST, Aug. 8 (Reu- 
ter).—Severe restrictions on 
Jews are incorporated in the 
legislation which the Rumanian 
Government hnve had under 
consideration for some time and 
which hns now received statute 
form and approved by, the Gov- 


ernment. 

The statute divides 750,000 Jews 
inte three: categories: 

(1) Jews who obtained Rumanian 
nationality before the end of 1918; 
Jews who fought In the front Ilne in 
the Great War sand descendants of 
Jews who lost their lives in action; 

(2) Jews who entered Rumania 
before the end of 1918;
